In response to the Office Action with a mailing date of October 22, 2004, please 
enter the amendments to the specification set forth below to complete the prior 
amendment as compliant. A response to the Office Action dated May 21, 2004 was 
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submitted on Monday August 23, 2004. This response was found non-compliant 
regarding claim presentation according to the new amendment rules for characterizing 
claims. A first response to the Notice of Non-Compliance was filed on October 4, 2004. 
Upon further review of that first response and the Office Action of May 21, 2004, the 
Office Action was found to refer to 24 claims when only 23 total claims were filed. A 
second response to the Notice of Non-Compliance was filed on October 7, 2004, which 
corrected the numbering of added claims and properly presents the claims in accordance 
with the new amendment practice.
